23 Indicted 
on Various 
Dope Charges 


San Francisco, March 8 UP) — 


The indictment of 23 members of 
an alleged narcotics ring here will 
"crack the heart of the nation's 
narcotics racket," 
United States 


Narcotics Commissioner Harry J. 
Anslinger said today. 


The 23 persons, including mob- 


ster Waxcy Gordon, were indicted 
yesterday by n federal grand jury 
on evidence they supplied millions 
of dollars worth of heroin to ad- 
dicts from coast to coast. 


The 
single indictment 
carried 


names of alleged peddlers in New 
York, New Jersey, 
Illinois, Min- 


nesota, Arizona, Nevada, 
Oregon 


and California. 


Head of the ring, according to 


the indictment, was Irving Wexlcr. 
alias Waxey Gordon, 
63-year - old 


ex-"beer baron" of New York City 
during prohibition days. Wexler is 
now serving a 25-year-to-life sent- 
ence in Sing Sing. 
'. 


'Another five 'named in the indict- 


ment are serving time or are under 
sentence for 
narcotics violations. 


The others are expected to be tak- 
into custody within 48 hours, nar- 
cotics agents said. 


"This is the biggest collection of 


important violators ever included 
in one indictment in the nation," 
said Ernest Gentry, district super- 
visor for the Bureau of Narcofics. 


A federal narcotics 
agent, Mi- 


chael Picini, joined the gang in 
late 1950, posing as a dope ped- 
dler, and successfully made a num- 
ber of sales to some of the higher- 
ups, agents said.
